On Feb. 10, long before Chief of Staff Gen. Fidel V. Ramos 
and Defense Minister Juan Ponce Enrile finally defected on 
Feb. 21 and Marcos' fall on Feb. 2$5，Business Week magazine 
boldly predicted,，"Whether Preslident Ferdinand EMarcos OT 
Corazon Aquino wins the Feb. 7 election， the turmoil 1s likely 
to continue, as is the emigration (of Filipinos to the US)." The 
conseIvative business magazine reached thls conclusion on the 
basis of the fact that the political turmoil and economilc dls- 
tresSs of the Philippines cannot be eliminate overnight Solely 
because of a change in the presidency. In light of what has 
happened Since then，the conclusion now appears to be even 
more convinclin8g. 


Like all freedom loving people everywherc，we warmly wel- 
come Aquino's assumption of power which we consider both 
deserving and legitimate and most certalnly a welcomec change 
from the brutal tyTanny Synibolized by the Marcos TIule. We 
are_ certain that the Aquino administration will bring about 
greater political freedom for the people and remove most，if 
not all]，of the repreSSsive measures institutionalized by Marcos 
with the help of his military strongmen ln the past twenty 
YearS. 


However，we have legitimate reasons to wonder if the mere 
change of leadership in the Philippines will in fact bring 
about a fundamental change in the very political and eco- 
nomic Structure that perpetuated the abuse and exploitation of 
the Marcos regime，Sustained by the US，in the past two 
decadesS.

The arrlval of a delegation from 
Talshan to encourage Chinese 
Americans to help Improve educa- 
tional facilities in Taishan is but 
the latest chapter in a tradition 
Which began more than a century 
ago0 When Yung Wing，a Chinese 
living in the US and the frst Chi- 
nese to _ graduate from a US col- 
lege, Proposed establlshing the Jin- 
xian School in his home village， 
Nanpling, near Macau, In Zhuhal. 

In Subsequent decades numer- 
ous other education facilities in the 
Pearl River Delta and Sze Yup 
were buillt with money contrlibuted 
by Chinese living abroad. Chinese 
In North Amerlca playeda particu- 
larly active role. Thils interest lin 
education was due in part to the 
tradlitional Chinese Teverence for 
learning and in part to the concern 
by overseas Chinese for the wel- 
fare of relatives and kinsmen in 
thelr native villages. These philan- 
throplc actions transcended poll- 
tics.

Universities, as Well as establishing 
reading rooms and libraries in the 
Pearl River Delta and Sze Yup. 

This greatly helped raise the local 
literacy and education levels. 

For example, in 1909 and 1910 
ChungWing 开 wong of the Canton 
Christian College went among Chi- 
nese_ commitnities all over the 
world to Solicit funds to build a 
for the school，which 
later became Lingnan University， 
a School attended by many young 
Chinese from abroad. In Succeed- 
ingyears many buildings and facili- 
ties at the university Were also con- 
structed through additional contri- 
butions from overseas Chinese-. 
Howeverm it was Taishan and Kai- 
ping counties，Wwith the greatest 
emjgration abroad, whlich werethe 
greatest beneficiarles of oOVerseas 
Chinese largesse. 


In Talishan，support for educa- 
tion by her sons abroad Started 
during the late 19th century, when 
LeungLaiTin,aChineseinAmer- 
ica，donated money to establlsh 3 
school of the traditional type at 
Dajliang (Dal Gong), northern Tai- 
shan. Later in 1905, members of 
theWu (Ng) clan in the US ralised 
funds to found the frst school or- 
ganized along more modern lines， 
the Chengwu Primary School in 
the south central partof the county. 

But the best-known monument 
to the generosity of North Ameri- 
can Chinese can be found on the 
grounds of the Taishan Middle 
School, located lin the county seat， 
The school building，desligned in 
Western classlical Style，was made 
possible by $209,000 contributed 
by Canadian Chinese in 1920. In 
1930-32 during the depths of the 
Great Depresslion, the school's prin- 
cipal traveled to the US to ralse 
another $200,000 to construct a 
library, a classroom bullding and a 
dormitory.

Similar constructions abound in 
other emigrant counties. In 1928， 


”Joe Shoong，founder of the Na- 


tional Dollar Stores, donated funds 
to his_ native village of Longtou- 
wan，Zhongshan，to fnance the 
building of a primary school and 
Provide for its operating expenses. 
In nearby Xiaze (Hatzak), SuccesS- 
ful Hawaii Chinese grocer Chun 
Hoon gave$30;000 in 1930 to con- 
Struct _ classroom buildings for a 
new Primary School. 

In most cases, however the do- 
nations represent the sum of many 
smaller contributions from fellow 
villagers abroad. For example，in 
1925，when Huaxian was Stil a 
backwater, construction of a mod- 
ern School was advocated by a VisSit- 
ing Chinese of the Lau clan from 
the US. The 300 or so members of 
the Lau clan living in the Us then 
raised the $35;000 needed for con- 
struction of the Siming School. 

Sometimes rivalries also led to 
Projects beneficlial to posterity. In 
Kaiping county, a Successful fund 
drive raised $600;000 from Chi- 
nese in Shanghal and ab-oad to 
build the Kaiqiao Middle School 
near Changsha in 1933. Due to 
jnter-clan friction, the Guan(Quan) 
and Situ (Soohoo) clans were de- 
liberately excluded from the Pro)- 


ect. JIndignant at this slight，the 


latter two clans then proceeded to 
donate buildings for the First Kai- 
ping Middle School at Chikan 
(Chikhomy) in 1936. Both of these 
became leading schools in 开 ai- 
ping. 

ZHOU CLAN 


Similarly, in 1923 the Zhou clan 
built a library at Xiangang， 开 al- 
ping. This was followed by an- 
other in Chikan constructed by the 
Situ clan in 1925. Not wishing to 
be outshone, the Guan clan in the 
same area then solicited contribu- 
tions to build a second library 1in 
1929. 

With thefounding ofthe People's 
Republic in 1949，control of the 
education System in China became 
Imore centrallized, but overseas Chil- 
nese concern for their kinsmen's 
educational Opportunities contin- 
ued. Contributions for _ education

began to dwindle, however when 
ultra-left tendencies began in the 
PRC during the late 1950S. The 
fow of money ceased altogether 
during the xenophobic Cultural 
Revolution. 

But since the downfall of the 
“Gang of Four””especially Since 
the relaxation policy dating from 
1979，remittance of money from 
abroad for educational purposes 
has resumed and even increased . 


$130 MILLION 


In Taishan alone from 1979 to 
1983, remittances from abroad for 
Public projects totaled the equiva- 
lent of $130 million (HK)，with 
most of this being earmarked for 
educational facilities. This included 
funding forthe construction of253 
elementary and middle schools 
representing over half of the schools 
in the county. Sixteen new middle 
schools and eleven Prlimary Schools 
were built，and expanslion of re- 
modeling work was done on 207 
others. In one example, LA res- 
tauratetr Bing Tew Wong ralsed 
$350,000 RMB from fellow villag- 
ers in the US to build a school and 
establish a scholarship fund for a 
school in his native village of Gan- 
bian . 

This new high tide of school 
construction was not limited to Tai- 
shan. In Zhongshan retired Hawali 
Chinese restaurateurVeronlcaChar 
donated money' for a priimnary 
school in her ancestral Village， 
Hakka-speaking Shiman (Shek- 
mun) in Zhongshan，and estab- 
lished a plastic-bag factory nearby 
to_earn money to Support the 
school. 

Money has also been channeled 
into building other types of facili- 
ties as in the case of William and

SAN FRANCISCO - On the 
eVvening of Feb. 27, tens of thou- 
sands of firecrackers at Louie's of 
Grant Avenue in the heart of SF 
Chinatown provided a warm wel- 
come to a four-man delegation from 
Taishan，the ancestral county for 
Imany Chinese Americans.

RECENT PROGRESS 


Delegation chief Chen gave a 
Short report on recent progress in 
Taishan. Of particular interest to 
the audience were: (1)the planned 
construction of a bridge at Gongyi 
(Gungyik) to span the Tan River 


skirting Taishan's northern border 
and then connecting to the major 
highway running from Guangzhou 
to Zhanjiang; (2) development of 
3 PoOrt for oceangoing vessels at 
Guanghai on Taishanxs southern 
coast;i and (3) completion by this 
June of a 16;000-KW thermal 
Power plant to alleviate a power 
Shortage in Taishan. 

工 hese new facilities are expected 
to stimulate the pace of economic 
development in the county which 
Taishan people sought for many 
decades. 

Chen reported that out of Tai- 
shan's 950,000 population.160,000 
are students attending more than 
300 schools. Last year people of 
Taishan ancestry living abroad re- 
mitted the equivalent of $31 mil- 
lion (US) to their ancestral area. 
About half of this was for educa- 
tional facilities. 

The delegation's US trip is spon- 
Sored by the Chin Kuo Sen Family 
Association，members of which 
had recently contributed funds to 
build the Tiling Middle School in 
Taishan. SF was the first US stop 
for the delegation，and then on 
to Chicago. When they board the 
Plane for the return trip to China， 
the delegation will have visited 
New York，Boston， Washington，

I recall being away on a trip one tme and 
forgetting to leave watering instructions. When Ireturned after a Week， 
all the plants were drooping and near death. I sat down and cried. 
Now Imake certain that watering instructions are left and followed . 

So you will 
not find one dry, dead leaf among my many plants, and 让 I drop into 
your house or office，I may start picking dead，dry leaves off youTr 
plants tool! 

My parents in Sacramento have always had a fabulous garden. My 
mother has ribbons from chrysanthemum shows and everything else 
she plants，from Sweet peas to Snapdragons， grOW tall and 
bountiful. She has a huge patch of peonies and a special plot in the 

shade of the house where a field of lilies-of-the-valley Provides huge 
bouquets of those fragrant littie white fowers every Spring. 

When summer and the valley heat comes，the Chinese Vegetable 
seeds go in,， and there is a contintious SUpPply of bitter melon，yard- 
long beans，green onions and hairy squash. After my dad retired, he 
took an interest in the garden too. His specialties are hot peppers and 
garlic. He makes a real zippy home-made salsa with the peppers and 
green tomatoes. Their latest pride and joy is a large, SPprawly kiwi fruit 
tree Which has to be propped up with a wooden frame, They also have 
a pomolo and Chinese pear tree and a kumquat tree that produces a 
huge crop of those little golden fruits each year.

RICHMOND - They live in a 
Tun-down apartment bullding in a 
black nelghborhood in west Rich- 
mond，rlght where the highway 
winds through the grey Industrlal 
belt before the Richmond Bridge-. 
Black men in raincoats stand on 
Slidewalks in front of corner Stores. 
Lincoln High looms, faded yellow 
and brick,，and across the Street a 
rusted metal fence and the dilapi- 
dated wood from along-gonehouse 
Juts out agalnst the Sky like angry 
sculpture. The letters painted on 3 
bulilding read,“Join the Revolu- 
tion in Peru”Everywhere tele- 
Phone WwWlres cuUt acroSs Wet，gTIey 
Sky. 

The curtalin ls closed behind the 
front door. A small Asian woman 
comes to _ the door Smiling. She 
wears blue jeans and a skl jacket， 
and her long halir ls back lin a 
Ponytall. 

We'll call her Y， 18，a Mien 
refugee from Laos. Yi is one of 
approxlimately one mllllion South- 
eastAsSian refugees (includingVilet- 
namese, Cambodian, and Lao) who 
have come to the US since 1979. 
About 30,000 of them reslde in the 
SE Bay Area. 

Lao refugees Include “lowland>” 
Lao who .speak Standard Lao,and 
at least fve diiferent tribal grouPps 
from highland reglons of Laos. 
Thetribal people have distinct lan- 
guages and cultures， 

MIEN 


Of the more than 1$,000 Lao 
refugees in the Bay Area，abonut 
half are Mien, atribal group whose 
culture Includes many Chlineseele- 
ments and who probably origlnally 
entered Laos from Yunnanf hina. 

The Mien come from a land of 
lush mountalins and jungles where 
the air ls soft and humid and bam- 
boo grows So tall that it creaks in 
the wind like old ships. In Asia， 
the Mien were Small farmers who 
also_ hunted，gathered food，and 
traded with other groups. 

Inslde, the apartment ls dark, lit 
only by neon-blue televlslon light. 
Y1 plops linto a_ chalir，and her 
mother 一 we'll call her Choy 一 
emerges from the klitchen and 
stands beslide a formica kitchen 
table whlch SupPports a large dish 
rack flled with plates and chop- 
Sticks. Choy is about 40 years old， 
wears 3a Sarong，and has her hair 
wIapped in a colled brald around 
her head. 

In the corner a small baseball- 
capped boy slinks into the shadows. 
He isYis four-year-old brother. 

The television yaps and a radio 
blares from upstalrs. 

“That's Mien music;” Y1 says 
happily of the muslc from upstalrs. 
“Our nelghbors are Mien. UPpStalrs， 
and there, too, across the Street 

Like most Mien,， Yi lives with 
kin in an apartment bullding occu- 
pled by other Mien.， Chao Sarn 
Sirsonfa, Executive Director of the 
Lao Family Community and him- 
self a Mien，explains that most 
Mien livein Richmond, San Pablo， 
and East and West Oakland in 
enclaves. For each enclave “block 
leaders”are elected by Milen resl- 
dents and act，Sirsonfa explains， 
“like a chief of the village.… 


Lao Famlly Community，whose 
headquarters are at the First Bap- 
tist Church at TIelegraph and 22nd 
Streets In Oakland, began as a vol- 
Unteer，grassSroots organlzation in 
1980 when a group of Lao leaders 
collected thelr efforts to asslst thelr 
people. Since the organlzation re- 
cently lost lts contract wlth Contra 
Costa County for Soclal serVlces, lt 
isS_cUrrently SuUPPorted only by a 
state ESL grant. Sirsonfa says the 
reason they lost the contract 1S 
very Slimnple:“OUI English skills 
are not go0od enough to compete 
with other Soclal SerVlce OrganlZa- 
tions”National funding for refu- 


gee Servlces has decreased，mak- 
ing all grants more diftcult to ob- 
talin.

According to Sirsonfa，the ex- 
perlence of Mien and other refu- 
gees from tribal backgrounds ls far 
more brutal than that of refugees 
from urban and European back- 
grounds. Famlliarlity wlth educa- 
tion and busliness makes the refu- 
gee from Urban environments 
qulcker to adjust to American So- 
Clety- 

WAY BEHIND 


“But for the Laotian” Sirsonfa 
Says,“especially for the hlighland- 
ers 一 the Mien，Hmong， 天 hmu， 
Lahu, and Chin 一 these People are 
Way behlind the city people， For 
example，they're 30,，40 years old 
and they never went to School in 
thelr coUuntry even One day. 

“And once they are here，they 
have to fnd a way to keep them- 
Selves busy and Surviving. And 
they have to go to school. They're 
35S years old and they have to learn 
how to hold a pencil, how to hold 
aa book 

Like other Mien women herage， 
Yi is married to a Mien man, and 
theyhavean infant daughter whom 


they”ve named Linda.Yis husband 
works in an antique furnlture re- 
Pair factory. 

According to Sirsonfa, the em- 
ployment Situation has improved 
for Bay Area Mien. “Mien are 
mostly working now，even 1 in 
entry level jobs”he says. Many of 
the men work in furniture repair 
factories in East Oakland，Berke- 
lev, and SEE. 

The women work as babysltters， 
house cleaners，and gardeners. 
Some participate in the training 
program and production of em- 
broidery and applique goods for 
the Lao Handicraft Center located 
on Solano Avenue in Albanyc, 

The Lao Handicraft Center 
teaches Some 45 Lao women each 
year basic math，English，and 
sewing-machine Skills to _ enhance 
their efforts to sell their handwork 
or to pursue related jobs. 

Ann Goldman, oneofthe found- 


| ers of the Center four years ago， 


says the women who come are all 


| married and mostly Mien. She adds 


wistfully that middle-aged Lao 


| women are hard to recrtit.

Yiused to babyslit untl her own 
daughter was born. Now she at- 
tends Berkeley Adult School Eng- 
lish classes in the mornings whille 
Choy watches the baby. When she 
returns，Choy goes to English 
classes in the afternoon. 

Yi laughs and shakes her head. 
“English used to be ouUr blggest 
Problem,，” she Says. “Now that 
problem ls fnding a job. But Eng- 
lish is always a problem!” 

Her goal is to _ become a Secre- 
tary and learn word Processing. 
Choy envisions babysitting and 
maybe workinginanursing home. 

Most Mien live in nelghborhoods 
predominantly black or Hispanlc， 
Cultural differences are atleastone 
Source of conflicts arlsing between 
Mien and their landlords and 
nelghbors. 

Yi complains about an incldent 
last week when a black man broke 
in a window，entered their apart- 
ment, and stayed to threaten  wlth 
a gun for an hour. Choy interjects 
that worse than that ls the constant 
heckling by black people who think 
the Mien areVietnamese.Ylagrees， 
but she rushes on to say “9ome are 
good;i Some are bad.” 

According to a stafft member of 
the_ Center for Southeast Asian 
Refugee Resettlementin 9an Fran- 
cisco,， the problem of mental de- 
Pression Seems tO Worsen among 
elderly refugees the longer they 
are here. 

Sirsonfa expresses thlis as well. 
Depression, he explains, decreases 
over time for the younger people 
Since they are able to Pick up Eng- 
lish and ,change thelir lives. But 
learning is slower and less desir- 
able for a 60-, 70- or 80-year-old . 


CONFIDENT SMILES 


Impoverished，culturally dislo- 
cated, homesick， disadvantaged by 


language barrliers 一 what accounts 
forthe disarmingly confdent smiles 
of these Mien people， 

The answer may be that the 
Mien have a_ communlty and a 
Pride in themselves. For instance， 
Yl says She knows about one hun- 
dred Mien people. Ann Goldman 
points out that Mien encourage 
their children to learn about thelr 
culture. The Mien who are literate 
tend to know Chinese rather than 
Lao, due to thelir Chinese cultural 
afhliation. To presetve their cul- 
turei -Bay Area Milen often Send 
thelr children to evening and weekK- 
end Chinese language Schools. 
Many Milen also save UP money to 
buy picture books whlch portray 
thelr tribes in Southeast Asia. 

In Yis living room, a collection 
of framed photographs hangs in a 
group on a wall. The largest, most 
centrally placed shows Yi and her 
famally dressed in formal black and 
red Mien clothes with headdresses 
and sllver jewelry. 

Yihands meacalendar and Says， 
“Thbese are Mien in Seattle，Janu- 
ary's plcture deplcts a young Mien 
couple smiling lnto_ each other's 
faces like newlyweds. Beyond them 
ls the blue Pacific Ocean 

I am rising to leave when the 
door opens and a troupe of people 
enters: two men and an elderly 
woman holding a baby wrapped in 
a bright blanket and crowned by a 
black，red and sllver hat. These 
areYls husband, father aunt, and 
daughter. They smlle and gold 
teeth Hash. 

Days later [am driving through 
Richmond and spot an elderly 
Mien woman, her hailir In aturban， 
Walking across the street toward a 
low apartmentbuilding. She greets 
me Smiling，even gesturing that 
come to her. Another old woman 
joins us. Both stand very stralght. 

The two women -dash out of 
Slght into an apartment. A middle- 
aged man whose broad Asian face 
looks Mien and who tinkers with
